Guides That Tempt Uawarr Travel¬ 
ers Iato Feats ot Dtncer. 

More than half the accidents In the 
Alps occur to tboee who hare not the 
plock to turn back. The guides are 
too often In favor of going on from 
professional motives. They have very 
few weeks to .earn their living in, and 
it is a sort of tragedy for them to miss 
a single climb. For tbe same reason 
they are given to urging a party on to 
climb difficult out! expensive peaks 
that are really beyond their strength. 
They regard tourists os so much bag¬ 
gage which they can at need almost 
curry on the rope. The only climb, 
therefore, which they regard as dan¬ 
gerous Is a “traverse"—on which an 
accident to their tourist may mean 
death to themselves. Climbing straight 
up or down they feel fairly certain of 
sustaluiug any strain ou the rope, it 
Is most important, therefore, that ev¬ 
ery party should use Its own unim¬ 
peded Judgment in regard to every ex¬ 
pedition. Tbe great danger In places 
like Zermatt ami Chamonix Is that 
there aro a large number of unemploy¬ 
ed guides always waiting ubout to 
catch the unwary traveler and tempt 
him into u difficult ami expeuslve 
climb. He will get far more pleasure 
out of the sport If he begins with the 
cheap and easy and works gradually 
up to difficult. There Is no e»i>oclal 
merit In being frightened half out of 
your life.—Loudon News.

Mary Missing. 

Not Reported for Ten Days and 
No trace of her can 
Be found. 


Friday, November 3rd, tbe aobooner 
Mery left Nepenee harbor bound for North 
5V* 0 ' tor % ,oad oI ooal for 

J. R. Defoe. Monday, November 6th, at 
11 o'olook the veesei started on the return 
trip, aud ainoe then do traoe of the boat or 
erew can be found. 

The crew oooaiated of Andrew Baird, 
captain and owner ; Edward Maraole, 
mate ; At Abrams and B#Dj. Davy, sev 

“IB, 

The general impreeaion is that the veseel 
foundered during the severe sale whioh was 
raging on the lake that day, and that the 
orew perished with her. 

The report is verified from several 
quarters that the ill-fated sohooner was 
seen passing Oswego abont three o’clock 
Monday afternoon (Nov. 6th) under here 
point. A terrible gale waa blowing and 
•he tea tanning to high that it was 
Impoaeible to send out aid. It was then 
opialoned that the veesei would not live 
half an boat. 

Saturday the relatives of the misaing 
men on the veesei became anxious and ever 
since the wires have been kept busy bnt no 
traoe of the boat oan be found. 

Capt. Baird was a careful and skillful 
seaman and generally notified his wife here 
when he was oompelled to seek shelter on 
aooount of a storm, and as no word b&s 
been reoeived from nim the worst is feared. 
The orew of the missing host are all mar* 
ried men and residents of Napanoe. 

The uncertainty of the fate of the miss¬ 
ing vesael and crew adds greatlv to the try¬ 
ing ordoal through whioh the families and 
friends of the men are passing, and yet 
while all hope is not abandoned the chances 
that they will tarn ap all right are very 
slim. 

Capt. Baird was born in Toronto and 
se Instructed in seamanship by his father 
Andrew Baird, sr., of Grange Ave. of the 
above named citv. When a boy of twelve 
bis health had been despaired of, and the 
doetor advised bis father, who was then 
•ailing the Snowbird, to take the boy on 
board with him. About eleven years ado 
Capt. Baird, sr., booght the schooner \y. 
T. Greenwood aud made the Snowbird 
over to bis son who came to Napanee, and 
with this place ss his headquarter* be plied 
between bay ports and O*wcgo. Abont 
flvs years ago be traded the txnowbird for 
the Mary. 

Edward Maracle* the mate, is the young¬ 
est son of Mr. and Mrs. Gilbsrt Maraole 
and resided in Sooth Napanee with his 
wife and two children. 

Beoj. Davy, is the yoonge«t son of the 
late Bamnei Davy, and resided with hi* 
wife and two children on Water street, 
near the Rock Drill Foundry. 

A1 Abrams resided on Koblin's Hill with 
his wife. His family are all grown. 

Even at this late date the interest in the 
fate of the schooner Mary and her crew 
baa not subsided, and the qaestion is 
eagerly asked "any news from tbe Mary." 
Almost daily a new story is given birth 
that tbe Mary and her crew nave beeu 
fonnd stranded in some accladed portion of 
the lake, bat when traced they Have been 
fonnd to be without any foundation what¬ 
ever While hoping against hope, the gen¬ 
eral belief is that tbe last has been been of 
the sohooner or ber unfortunate crew.

Captain 
Dewittie was of the opinion that the 
schooner was too close to Oswego to either 
make Sackett’s Harbor or Heodorson 
Harbor, and the fact that nothing li&a been 
heard of her for seven dajs would seem to 
bear out that the boat could not live in the 
•ea whiob prevailed. 

The crew of the Theodore Vogue also 
saw the Mary and were of the opinion she 
wn about three miles from Oswego. 

Taptain Chauncey Derian cf the schoon¬ 
er Queen of the Lakes, held out the hope 
that the Mary might be either in Backett's 
or Hendeison Harbors. Bnt Captain De¬ 
wittie, who caw the raging elements, said 
if the sohooner altered bor course to go in¬ 
to either of these shelters, the waves 
wonld have swept over her and seDt her to 
the bottom. If the boat got safely in anv 
of the Amerian ports some word would 
have been sent to the relatives, is the capt¬ 
ain of the Freeman's reasoning.

An 
inspector passed through there some 
time ago and collected samples of 
goods from the shelves of local merchants 
They were submitted to the Dominion 
Analyst, and daring the past month reports 
have oome hack in tbe form of a demand 
for tinea for setting adulterated goods,main- 
ly pepper, cream of tartar, and ;ama. Tbe 
tines have ranged from (9 to |2 5, and in 
such instance were promptly paid to tbe 
officer wbo served the papers. Tbe mer¬ 
chants, however, will seek redress from tbe 
wholesaler, wbo will undoubtedly have to 
make good the several amounts of tbe fines.

A FATAL CHARGE. 

Two Troops of British Cavalry 
Get Mixed Up. 

There was a remarkable occurrence 
during manoeuvres at the Curra^h 
Camp, Kildure, Ireland, when a 
squadron of the Nineteenth Hussars 
and Eleventh llussars dashed Into 
each other.

Eleventh Hussars were protecting. 

Through some error at present un¬ 
explained tho Nineteenth Hussars 
dashed out into the open^plnin, and : 
galloped right into the guns which J 
the Eleventh Hussars were guarding. I 
In a moment men and horses be¬ 
came entangled, and indescribable 
confusion ensued. The two equaJ-^ 
rons were thrown into a state ■'! 
panic, and all struggled to got clear 
of each other. 

When order was restored it was 
found that the occurrence was not * 
without a fatal result. Private Son-! 
derson. attached to "13” squadron of. 
the Nineteenth Hussars, had his neck j 
broken, and was found lying uncon-, 
scious behind the guns, while anoth¬ 
er private of the same regiment, 
named Hensluv, had his ankle brok¬ 
en. One horse wus killed, and sev¬ 
eral minor accidents are reported 
among the men and horses.

WRATH IN POLAND. 

•A despatch from Warsaw says — 
In* proclamation of martial law hero 
has angered the people, who regard 
It as a brutal answer to their ap- 
P®*1« for self-government. liumor* 
that anti-Semite riots are being 01 - 
ganized huvo caused a panic among 
those likely to be aficcted. Numbers 
of houses are barricaded, and the 
dews are arming. There is much dis¬ 
tress owing to the rostliness of food 
and fuel through the ruiluay strike, 
which continues, except in the su¬ 
burbs of Warsaw. 

The Government contends that the 
proclaiming of martiul law was im¬ 
perative to terminate the anarchy 
prevailing. Its first enforcement oc¬ 
curred here late on Saturday even¬ 
ing, when an infantry putrol volleyed 
into an orderly crowd of Jews, who 
bad assembled outside of n house. 
Eight persons were seriously wound¬ 
ed. 

AUTONOMY FOR POLAND? 

A St. Petersburg despatch to the 
Vossische Zeitung, of Her!in, says 
that Poland will be granted auton¬ 
omy, with a viceroy and u represen¬ 
tative Assembly. Count UenckendoriT 
ut present Russian Ambassador to 
Great Britain, will be tho first vice¬ 
roy. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
says:—Oflicial reports represent that 
the situution at Cronstadt has been 
greatly exaggerated. It is asserted 
that the fires huve been extinguished, 
and that attempts at looting have 
been stopped by severe means. It is 
also suid that the streets are quiet, 
and are being patrolled by troops. It 
is impossible to say how much of 
the official statement is true. Mes¬ 
sages from private sources tell quite 
a different story, although they are 
somewhat vague regarding tho times 
of the happenings Fugitives who 
arrived here on Thursdav say tho 
sailors set lire to the greater part of 
the town, and when the fugitives left 
the mutineers were master* of the 
situation Troops were oniy employ¬ 
ed to guard the arsenal 

While only a few details can be 
verified at the moment, it is certain 
that the situution lias been very 
serious. Gen. TrepofT's last official 
act as chief of police was to collect 
150 sailors from various St. Peters-: 
burg Jails and send them under ar¬ 
rest to the nuval authorities at 
Cronstadt. They were loaded on a 
steamer, which started for the for¬ 
tress. On the way the sailors over- 
pbwered the crew urd took control 
of the boat, Which arrived at Cron¬ 
stadt flying a red flag The emblem

(of the forts ha vs mutlned. The 
mutineers ashore helped workmen to 
pillage the arsenals. It is believed 
that they haw artillery. 

The correspondent ascribes tho 
outbreak to tho refusal of the de¬ 
mands presented three days ago for 
a'reduction of service from seven to 
five hours, pay of (2 a month, pro¬ 
per food and clothing, permission to 
attend meetings, and better treat¬ 
ment by th»- officers. Tb# shipping 
in the harboi is on firs, 
j Tho Winter Palace is bolng hurri¬ 
edly prepared for the Czar's arrival, 
a* the neighborhood of Cronstadt is 
unsafe. 

Count Witte is suffering from ner¬ 
vous prostration. 

MUTINY QUELLED, 
i A despatch from Cronstadt says: 
Tho heavens reflected the glare of 
smoldering fires os tbs correspon¬ 
dent approached Cronstadt on 
Thursday evening. Upon lauding, 
however, hurried enquiry revealed 
th-j fact that the troops and the 
loyal sailors apparently had the 
upper hand Fighting had ceased in 
the streets, anu the town was quiet, 
but fears were expressed that th'*re 
might be further trouble. Patrols 
are engaged in hunting down and 
capturing the mutineers. 

'ills out break started on Wednes¬ 
day afternoon, when the sailors of 
the “fc?cvenih fort equipage," revolt¬ 
ed, and it is rumored killed some 
of theii officers. They marched out 
of tho barracks and immediately 
. plundered four spirit shops. 

Crazed with liquor they returned 
And seized their arms, aud then went 
on a rampage, firing promiscuously 
upon the troops and the loyal sail¬ 
ors. Late:* they were Joined by 
many of their comrades and fighting 
continued from midnight until 
Thursduy morning, when the terror- 
stricken inhabitants began to flee.

Two hours later the town and for¬ 
tress were entirely in their posses¬ 
sion. 

HELD THE TOWN. 

One account states that the crews 
of 11 warships mutinied and landed. 
They held the town for 24 hours, 
terrorizing the people, looting and 
firing at random. The inhabitants 
crowded aboard steamers in the har¬ 
bor, abandoning their homes to the 
plunderers. Some wealthy residents 
and the wives of officers paid hun¬ 
dreds of roubles to be landed ut 
Oranicribnum, five miles away. 

A regiment of Uhlans was sent from 
St. Petersburg to help in quelling 
the disorders The first members of 
the regiment who landed were bay¬ 
onet ted and the rest Joined the mu¬ 
tineers. Some other soldiers also 
joined them, making a total of 5,000 
mutinous troops. What part the civ¬ 
ilian workers took in the rising is 
not clear, but apparently great num¬ 
bers Joined the mutineers. The; fight¬ 
ing seems to have been between the 
latter and the loyal troops. Ten un¬ 
popular officers are among the killed. 
Tho total number of casualties can¬ 
not be estimated.

In the Baltic 
provinces murder, riot, and incendi¬ 
arism prevailed, in Poland even the 
clergy, Catholic and Protestant, par¬ 
ticipated in the manifestations in 
favor of tho autonomy of the ancient 
kingdom In South-western Russia 
hardly a city or two escaped Jewish 
massacres. 

At Tomsk, Siberia, according to 
the latest reports received her-, the 
whole population of 40,000 and tho 
military stood by while 000 mm. 
women and children were burned In 
a theatre The court-house nt 
Tomsk and the Mayor's re“i'lenre 
where the ftudents and revolution¬ 
ists took refuge from the mob, were 
burned and tho«e who tried to flee 
were killed in the streets 

In Moscow the social revolution¬ 
ises and tne Black Hundred and tho 
, Cossack© r.nd police fought bloody 
battles The descent of th* butch¬ 
ers of Moscow with their knives and 
axes upon the students ras one of 
the most horrible chapters, but not 
as pitiful, however, as the attack of 
tile Black Hundred on a pro ess Ion 
of school children corrving red flags. 
When the children sought to escape, 
a cordon of police barred the wav. 
and the youthful martyrs were beat¬ 
en into insensibility and in some 
cases were actually torn to pieces. 
In the Alexander Garden at Moscow 
Cossacks lav In ambush in the 
s!irubbery and set upon th-ir vic¬ 
tims with whips Many were oeaton 
to d ath, and others were hardly 
able to crawl awny. 

Tho reports from the Caucasus 
show there is no immediate prospect 
of suppressing the prefent state of 
anarchy. Battles l**tWcv-n Tartars 
and Arownlans continue, and the 
destruction of the railroads and Iw.k 
of troops make it impossible for ihe 
authorities to cope with the situa¬ 
tion. 

MUTINY ON STEAMER.

A Hong Kong despatch/feaye:—Dr. 
Machle, the American missionary who 
escaped the massacre at 1 Llenchow, 
confirming tho previous accounts of 
the outbreak, adds horrifying details 
of tho atrocities committed on -tho 
American women. Whon the distur¬ 
bance commenced the mob seized 
Miss Chestnut and Mrs. Machlo and 
exposed them to public view in the 
Chinese temple. Amy Machie, a 10- 
year-old child, was carried off and 
flung alive irtto the river. Tho riot¬ 
ers stripped Miss Chestnut naked and 
flung her into tho river. Whilo the 
two were struggling In tho water 
three Chinamen speared them with 
tridents. Miss Chestnut’s body and 
Amy Machle's head were pierced. 
Mrs. Machlc appealed to the rioters, 
but they stoned her brains out, 
•tripped the body and flung it into 
the river. 

The mob then captured Mr. and 
Mrs. Peale, stripped them naked, ex¬ 
posed them for fifteen minutes, club¬ 
bed Mr. Peale to death in his wife's 
presence, and subsequently killed Mrs. 
Peale in the same brutal fashion.

At first 
he is not usually successful, for as 
soon ns they become aware of the pres¬ 
ence of Die enemy they dive again in¬ 
stantly.

Remember the 
above are low estimases and show that 
the farmers of Kingston and Napanee 
sections received in hard cash for their 
summer’s output of cheese this past 
season the neat little sum of $1,110,525. 
The wolf should, therefore, be kept 
away from the doors of the Fronten&c 
and Lennox and Addington farmers 
this coming winter. 

“You will notice,” Mr. McKinnon 
*ays, “that Napanoe received more per 
pound for their goods that Kingston 
and why ? Not because they make 
belter cheese in Napanee section, but 
because more buyers were enticed to 
that board than to Frontenac board 
on account of nearly all the factories 
boarding their cheese, and if a new 
buyer would come in he could get an 
order for 600 or 1,000 cheese filled for 
bidding for them. Could a buyer do 
the same on Frontenac board V No he 
could not. 1 would, therefore, ask the 
farmers of Frontenac to make a strong 
plea at their auuual meetings this fall 
to have their salesman come to King¬ 
ston next year, board their cheese, sell 
them to the highest bidder and sell them 
on the board, and 1 venture to say that 
at the end of next season they will he 
shaking hands with themselves for 
doing so, because 1 firmly believe that 
they will profit quite a few thousand 
dollars. 1 might 6ay that the quality 
of the make in both the above sections 
were never better than it has been dur* 
the past season. Kingaion especially 
is makiog marked improvement. This 
is due to the careful attention that Mr. 
Publow and his able assistants, Mr. 
Robinson and Mr. Heosley, have given 
the factorymen along the line of in¬ 
struction and improvementto factories” 

It may be noticed that tbe boardings 
at Napanee this past season ^increased 
about tbe same amount, that Kingston 
decreased, as compared with those of 
1901, The Kiogeton boardings were 
over 15.000 Ihrr this vear than in 1903.

Leopold , 
Zunz said almost the same words of j 
tin* whole Hebrew people, "if there are 1 
ranks in suffering, Israel takes prece¬ 
dence of all tin* nations.” Tho humor 
of Israel is flavored witli bitterness and 
plays round the greater subjects of 
thought and of speculation; plays like 
the humor of a man in pain. 

Listen to the lament of a satirist 
born at Arles In LIST who finds the 
works of the Jewish law an intolerable) 
burden and seems to have come, like. 
Heine, to tho bitter conclusion that! 
“Judaism is not a religion, It is a mis¬ 
fortune:” 

Oli. hapless i*iro. distraught with cares, 
Who*** wife to him male children l>ours, 

For nil of them, or rich or poor, 

Have only suffering to endure. 

This Is r;iused by the Jewish cr«ed, 

Whose yoke Jm hard to bear Indeed.

The truth of 
It is the entire Buckingham Palace 
family adore Edouard de Martino. 

The King positively pursues him 
with Invitations to dine, the Prince 
of 'Wales teases him to make one of 
every yachting party proposed, Queen 
Alexandra finds the chevalier one of 
her most sympathetic gossips, while 
all the young royal highnesses laugh 
immoderately at his quips and jests. 

But then Signor de Martino reckous 
at least a dozen sovereigns, big and 
little, upon his visiting list, and 
there Is no novelty for him in trav¬ 
elling, dining and hobnobbing with 
the great ones of this earth. 

In the groups of distinguished Ita¬ 
lians who during the last twenty 
years have made their homes and 
their fortunes in England. Edouard 
de Martino, marine painter in ordin¬ 
ary to the King, has scored far and 
away the most brilliant social and 
artistic success. His life from tho be¬ 
ginning has been one of uncommon 
interest and a signal triumph of 
mind over body.

A bag of hot salt applied to the 
faco or affected part is a groat re¬ 
lief in neuralgia. Applied to a cut 
finger, salt, though it makes it 
smart very much at the time, will 
heal tho gash quicker than anything 
else. 

INFLUENZA SEASON. 

Influenza, in its recent (and slight¬ 
er) manifestations, says Dr. Overend 
in the Lancet, has Involved little or 
no rise in temporature. 

To those who may be suffering 
from this sickness, and who may 
be disposed at its first onset to fly 
to eucalyptus for relief, a warning 
printed in the same number of the 
Lancet, may bo of value. The warn¬ 
ing also applies to those who use 
eucalyptus as a domestic remedy for 
colds. 

"It is very probable," says the 
Lancet, "that too large a dose is 
usually taken by thoso who employ 
it as a domestic remedy, tho custom 
being to saturate a lump of sugar 
with the oil." 

A recent reference to a case of 
acute poisoning by eucalyptus le 
mentioned; und the opinion of Sir 
Lauder Brunton on the tonic pro¬ 
perties of the oil are quoted. "In 
large doses," says the famous physi¬ 
cian, "after absorption it appears to 
act chiefly on tho nerve centres, pro¬ 
ducing paralysis and death. . . . Its 
depressing action on the spinal cord 
is so great as to abolish reflex ac¬ 
tion, even when it has been previ¬ 
ously increased by brucine, and from 
depression of the brain, medulla and 
heart, there is drowsiness, feeble 
respiration, lowered blood pressure, 
and fall of temperature. Death oc¬ 
curs from paralysis of the respira¬ 
tion," 

Those who use eucalyptus are pro¬ 
bably little aware of the terror* that 
lie hidden in the oil.

This is the place where 
most of the slaves, being driven 
down from the interior, are untied. 
It is safe to let them loose here. 
The Cuanza is Just in front, and be¬ 
hind them lies the long stretch of 
Hungry Country, which they could 
never get through alive if they tried 
to run back to their homes. So it 
is that the trees on the western edg) 
of the Hungry Country bear shackles 
in profusion—shackles for the hands, 
shackles for the feet, shackles for 
three or four slaves who are clamp¬ 
ed together at night. The drivers 
hung them up with the idea of using 
them again when they return for the 
■ next consignment of human merchnn- 
Idise; but, us a rule. I think, they 
1 find it easier to make new shackles 
as they a r o wanted. 

"A shackle is easily made. A na¬ 
tive hacks out an oblong hole in a 
i log of wood with an axe; it must be 
big enough for two hands or two 
feet to pass through, and then a 
wooden pin is driven through the 
hole from side to side, so that the 
hands or feet car.Dot stir until it is 
drawn out again. The two hands 
or feet do not necessarily belong to 
tho same person. You find shackles 
, of various Ages—some quite new, 
with tlie murks of the axe fresh up¬ 
on them, some old and half eaten by 
ants But none can be very old, for 
In Africa all dead wood quickly dis¬ 
appears, and this is a proof that tho 
slave trade did not really end after 
, the war of 190*2. as easy-going of¬ 
ficials aro fond of assuring us. 


contain anything like that propor¬ 
tion of boys, whereas boys are the 
most easily stolen from native vil¬ 
lages in the interior, and. on the 
whole, they pay the cost of trans- 
port best. 

I "The importation of slaves from 
the interior into Angola may not be 
what it was It may not bo con¬ 
ducted under the old methods. There 
is no longer that almost continuous 
procession of chained and tortured 
men and women which all travelers 
who crossed the Hungry Country be¬ 
fore 1902 describe. For the mo¬ 
ment rubber has become almost as 
lucrative as men. T^ c * traffic has 
been driven undcrgrAind. There is 
now a feeling of shame and risk 
about it. and the military authori¬ 
ties dare not openly give it counten¬ 
ance os before. But I have never 
heard of any case in which they 
openly interfered to stop it. and the 
thing still goes on. It is, in fact, 
fast recovering from the shock of the 
rebellion of 1902, and !s now in¬ 
creasing again every month. 

"It will go on and it will increase 
as long as the authorities aud trad¬ 
ers habitually speak of the natives 
os ‘dogs.’ und allow the men under 
th’ir command to misuse them at 
pleasure To-day a negro soldier in 
the white Portuguese uniform seized 
a little boy at the head of my car¬ 
riers, pounded his naked feet with 
the butt of his rifle, and was beat¬ 
ing him unmercifully with the bar¬ 
rel. when I sprang upon him with 
two javelins which I happened to be 
cnriying because my rifle was Jam¬ 
med At sight of me the emblem of 
Portuguese Justice crawled on the 
earth and swore he did not know it 
wus a whito man’s caravan.

WARDENS ARE CONVICTS. 

Remarkable Penal Colony in An¬ 
daman Island. 

The British warship Proserpine, » f 
the East Indies squadron, has jtist 
returned to Calcutta from the An¬ 
daman islands, and, being the lir»t 
warship which had been seen in the 
harbor' for seven years, her visit 
causud great excitement Those is¬ 
lands lie about 250 mil'-s in a south¬ 
westerly direction from Rangoon, 
ond. unknown to most people, com¬ 
prise a huge convict settlement for 
natives from India and Burma, sor io 
15,000 being quurtered there at the 
present time. 

The system of guarding the prison¬ 
ers is very clever. The warders ore 
| all convicts who have been on the 
island some time and have behaved 
themselves, and risen to this rank. 

' They are each put in charge of gangs 
difTering from themselves—for exam- 
, pie. a Hindu warder would be in 
charge of a Burmese gang. This is 
' found to rank very well, no trouble 
at all being experienced, and scarcely 
: any cases of an escape have been 
known. 

I The prisoners are exceptionally well 
! treated, the best characters in some 
[ cases being appointed to salaried 
I positions, and it is only tho very 
I worst behaved who are actually kept 
; confined in the jails. 

Each convict wears around his neck 
a piece of wood, and stamped on it 
; is his number, date of conviction 
! and release, and the article of law 
under which ho was convicted. The 
j warders only wear a small brass 
I tally with their numbers on.

The 
woman who works with her hand* 
at housework, day after day, may 
not appreciate the blessings of her 
hard task, but the blessing is there, 
and the average of “nerves” is far 
lower among those who plan and 
think and have the social burden to 
bear.

There are times when work alono 
can correct the harm of "overwork” 
and dverworry. The principle is 
most clearly appreciated when we 
realize that the great majority of 
nervous invalids have never over¬ 
worked at all. 

RELIEVING THE BRAIN. 

The persistent use of the muscular 
system is well calculated to relieve 
the brain and nervous system of the 
tension. It is also true that manual 
work pleases and satisfies the mind 
when its results aro good. All 
this becomes clearer when we rea¬ 
lize how vainly we may seek re¬ 
lief from nervous fatigue in physical 
rest, or even in recreations of the 
ordinary sort. The quiet room or 
the quiet hillside, so suggestive of 
rest and peace, these are too often 
Impotent in the presence of carking 
care. One reason for this failure Is 
that the brain and the body are com¬ 
monly not tired in what is called 
nervous exhaustiop, but are only ir« 
ritnted, while the sense of fatigu* 
which is so misleading Is merely thj 
result of that irritation and may b* 
termed a psychic fatigue.

RICH CHURCH BEGGING 

THE ESTABLISHED CHURCH 
ON ENGLAND. 

Aa Income of $35,000,000 a Tsar 
and Starvation Livings for 
Half Its Clergy. 

Dr. Ingrain, bishop of London, has 
Just mads a strong appeal to ths 
laity to provide funds to pension 
Church of England clergymen who 
are too old to discharge their duties 
effectively He told his hearers that 
in many parishes practically no re¬ 
ligious work was being done because 
the aged incumbents were Incapable 
of doing the work for which they 
were paid The ecclesiastical author¬ 
ities, he said, had no power to conv 
pel the retirement of such men. The 
only way they could be induced to 
vacate their livings, and make wav 
for competent men, was by providing 
pensions for them. And if the laity 
In such esses did not subscribe tho 
money needed, the laity would have, 
.to put uo with what it got. 

It was a humiliating condition of 
affairs which the bishop of London 
disclosed and one that supplied a 
potent argument for disestablish¬ 
ment for which the Welsh are already 
clamoring The Church of England 
Is by long odds the wealthiest re¬ 
ligious body in the kingdom. People 
j wbe don't believe in it are taxed to 
| support it. It is endowed with enor- 
! mous riches. It owns multitudes of 
churches, which beffig built out * I 
| public moneys or publie rates, !n- 
, volves ne item of capital expenditure. 
A vast majority of the wealthiest 
people in the land belong to it. Its 
income from all sources amounts to 
$85,000,000 A YEAR. 

' Yet with all its enormous advan¬ 
tages it is the one church in Eng¬ 
land whence issues ths cry of the 
impoverished clergy. It is still the 
only church so crippled in finance 
that it cannot peusion clergymen who 
hsvo ceased to be effective ministers. 
Without the aid of a penny from tho 
public funds the nonconformist 
churches maintain an effective minis¬ 
ters. Without ths aid of s penny 
from the public funds the non-cora- 
formist churches maintain an effec¬ 
tive ministry and provide retiring al¬ 
lowances to men who have outgrown 
their usefulness. 

The vastly richer established church 
has to go begging for a ponsion fund 
because of the shameful fashion *n 
which its resources are distributed. 
It contains 14,000 benefices. Its In¬ 
come is amply sufficient to supply 
an average salary of $2,000 a year 
to its clergy—enough to admit of the 
creation of an adequate reservo for 
pensions.

Tbs congregations are no small that 
each worshipper rS pr s sw ts ths an¬ 
nual expenditure tor his spiritual 
welfare of $425. Ths rector is over 
80 years old* and has announced that 
he intends to hang on to his snug 
billet and draw his salary as long as 
he lives. 

Once appointed to a living ths in¬ 
cumbent has a life clai m upon it. 
As long as he steers dear of flagrant 
heresy or gross Immortality he can¬ 
not be ousted for Incompetency, or 
shelved without his consent when he 
gets too old to work. His parish¬ 
ioners hav* no control "over him and 
ths bishop’s Jurisdiction over him is ; 
confined to narrow limits. If he dis-j 
likes preaching and parish work lt| 
can hire a curate to do the work for 
him. The rector of the City Church j 
of Saint Ethelburga drew $5,500 a 
year to run the church for him and 
for twenty years never even entered 
its doors. And ecclesiastical law 
gave his bishop no power to sack 
him. 

Until tho gross anomalies that dis¬ 
honor the Church of England are 
swept away the united voices of the 
whole bench of bishops will never 
succeed in extracting from the pock* 
eta of ths laity money enough to 
start a decent pension fund.

The plight of the bishop of London 
is still worse. Some months ago he 
published a curious document show¬ 
ing how his three years tenancy of 
the see had left him $25,000 poorer 
in pocket than when he entered upon 
it—and through no fault of his own 
His official residence? Fulhain palace, 
contains no les9 than 44 bedrooms 
and he has another large residence 
in Saint James's Square adapted 
only to a man of fortune. The bish¬ 
op is a bachelor and a man of fru¬ 
gal tastes. He would greatly pref ir 
living in a small flat and whacking 
up with the poorer clergy. But the 
rules and regulations of the church 
will cot permit it. Willy-nilly, ho 
must maintain two big establish¬ 
ments that he does not want. It is 
the irony of fate that such a man 
should have to implore the laity to 
subscribe to a pension fund that the 
church may rid itself of outworn and 
useless clergy. Tbe bishop of Nor¬ 
wich has frankly acknowledged that 
he has never been able to llvo within 
his official income of $22,600 a year 
and has avowed his convictions that 
bishops would be able to accomplish 
much more good among tho flocks 
entrusted to their care if they were 
no longer required to dwell in vener¬ 
able palaces. While such needless and 
costly establishments are maintained 
their appeals will fall on deaf ears. 

The Church of England scale of 
pay recognizes no relation between 
work done and salaries received. Of¬ 
ten incumbents who do tho least 
work are the best paid. That is 
notably the case with those luce.- 
parsons who hold livings within that 
square mile of the metropolis which 
is officially known as the City of 
London and is ruled over by the 
lord mayor. Within this limited 
area, which is devoted solely to bus¬ 
iness. are crowded 47 picturesque old 
churches. Tho Incomes of their rec¬ 
tors aggregate $217,200, 

AN AVERAGE OF $4,6C2 
for each of them. On Sundays they 
present for the most part a melan¬ 
choly array of empty pews. In many 
of them the paid attendants out¬ 
number the worshippers. Most of 
the rectors live remote from their 
flocks in comfortable suburban homes 
aud rent their rectories for business 
purposes. The thrifty incumbent of 
Allhallow9 leases his rectory as a 
restaurant and in this way swells his 
income to over $9,000 a year. Saint 
Mary the Virgin, Aldermanbury, hus 


said:

"British generalship, as revealed 
in the recent army manoeuvres, is 
mere 'blodsinn' (i.e., weakness of 
;mlnd, imbecility, silliness)." 

That, in two sea lancet, is the opin¬ 
ion of a private envoy of the Kaiser 
who has been watching the mock de¬ 
fence of London conducted by Gener¬ 
al French last week. He has pre¬ 
pared for the Kaleer’s secret perusal 
a remarkable document. It is a 
I report of a quite confidential char¬ 
acter, and contains many statements 
‘ which will come as a shock to tht 
British public, and, possibly, to the 
army authorities, says the London 
Daily Mail. 

The author is Captain Otto von 
Loss berg, a noted military expert 
who has Just left London for Ber¬ 
lin. Captain von Lossberg watched 
the mock attack ujon London oeten- 
eibly as the representative of "The 
Neue Mllitarische-Polltiscbe Korre- 
spondaz," the official mouthpiece of 
the Oerznan general staff. 

| In that journal he will give a gen¬ 
eral account of the manoeuvres, but 
!tho [M-ivttU report (of which «» aru 
able to give the chief points) will 
nevsr see the light, even In Ger¬ 
many. 

GENERAL IMBECILITY. 

This Is what the Kaiser will read. 
He will be told in' the first place 
that Sir John French's mock de¬ 
fence of London was mere "blod¬ 
sinn"—ths remarkable word given 
above, and conveying the bitterest 
idea of contempt a German can ex¬ 
press.

It will be remain bored that* Gener¬ 
al Sir John French calculated that 
such an invading force could be held 
at bay for at least a fortnight, and 
that it could eventually be driven 
off.

It would be the height of military 
absurdity, according to the captain, 
for 270.000 men in an actual Invas¬ 
ion to lie idle at Hull and Chester 
for five days, as the forces were sup¬ 
posed to do during the manoeuvres. 

| Turning from the gcnjral scheme to

[wo find "blodsinn" everywhere "The 
British army, as I have seen it, ha* 
a great luck of higher officers pos¬ 
sessed of the great oualities of lead¬

He was "especially impressed"

In England, if you poison a man 
with metallic poisons, wilfully and 
from motives of greed, you get 
hanged, writes Robert H. Sherard in 
ths London Magazine, but, by going 
about your murder in another way, 
you may poison an unllmitod numfafcr 
of people with metallic poisons, and 
grow rich and respected. Copper and 
arsenic have always been favorito 
poisons with murderers. They are 
so with the swindling tradesmen 
with whom wo are dealing her*. As 
to copper, here is what the British 
Trade Journal wrote some months 
ago about one of its principal uses 
in the wholesale poisoning of tho 
public:— 

"The greening of preserved vege¬ 
tables by addition of sulphate of 
copper can only be regarded as an 
abominable form of adulteration! 
and it is passing strange that ‘in 
this year of grace it should still be 
necessary to endeavor to impress the 
fact, not only on the public general¬ 
ly, but upon tho Government au¬ 
thorities and upon those who are 
concerned in the administration of 
the Food Acts, and in adjudicating 
under their provisions." 

SLOW' POISONINO. 

The wiseacres on the magistrates’ 
bench all over the country seem to 
Ignore that most metallic poisons 
are accumulative; that the coppor 
or the arsenic which your swindling 
tradesman rums down your throat 
to-day is going to Join forces with 
the coppor or the arsenic that got 
there yesterday and tho day before, 
and every day for weeks and months 
past; that it is the Inst straw that 
breaks the camel's back; that it is 
tho last milligramme of poison that 
kills, and that where metallic poi¬ 
soning in homoeopathic dose* is tol¬ 
erated the time must fatally come 
when that accumulation of doses in 
your system is going to take its fell 
effoct on your health and on your 
life. 

I hove it on the authority of the 
British Analytical Control that 
nearly all preserved vegetables sold 
are "greened" with sulphate of cop¬ 
per You get copper in all sorts of 
thing3 You get It in lemonade. 
You get it in brandy. You get in in 
claret The other day a young Ital¬ 
ian model in Paris told me that be¬ 
fore posing for a living he had been 
employed as cellarman in a Parisian

I ARTILLERY ARE GOOD. 

I It is refreshing to find even one 
department where “blodsinn" and 
stupidity are not the rule. Stianga 
to say, in direct contradiction to 
the liritish military critics who so 
sharply attack the Royal Field Ar¬ 
tillery, Captain von Lossberg con¬ 
siders this the most efficient branch 
of the British servlco. Perhaps this 
leaning is because the field guns are 
of German manufacture. 

Instead of calling them “obredete” 
ar/d “the worst guns in Europe," ns 
our critics have done, the German 
authority says that with the addi¬ 
tion of protection shields they would 
be more effective than any other gun 
manufactured. 

As u proof of this efficiency of the 
German-made guns, he cites the fact 
that Brigadier-General Crozicr, chief 
of ordnancs in the United Statos 
army, has Just placed a largo order 
for these guns with the Ehrhardt 
Company of Unterlaus. Germauy. 

At o trial of the guns held u fort¬ 
night ago. General Crozier stated 
that he had searched all Europe for 
the best gun made, and had found 
it in Germany. 

The mounted infantry are next in 
efficiency to the artillery. It is sig¬ 
nificant that this branch of the ser¬ 
vice has not as yet been established 
in Germany. 

NAVY MUST FAIJL. 

Of course, Captain von Lossberg 
admits that a German force of 300,- 
000 men (reefuiring, as it would 250 
transport ships) would bo impos¬ 
sible unless there was a bad at¬ 
tack of “blodsinn” in the British 
navy as well us in the British army. 
The thing could not be done unless 
Great Britain had lost her command 
of the sea. 

Still, he points out that Creat 
Britain is not evidently quite sure 
of retaining tho command of the 
sea. 

The Imperiul Committee of Defence 
apparently takes seriously th? chance 
of a continental invasion, or the re¬ 
cent defence manoeuvres would not 
have taken place. Tills is a point 
the Kaiser wiU read with interest.

THE MORNING BATH. 


Condition, tnjpr Which It Should 
Not Dp Taken Cold. 

Cold baths iu the morning aro un¬ 
doubtedly beneficial, but only to tljoso 
persons who have sufficient vital ener¬ 
gy and nervous force to insure good 
reaction with no subsequent languor or 
lassitude. Many persons who are great¬ 
ly refreshed by tbelr morning bath feel 
tired or luuguid two or three hours aft¬ 
er It. When tills occurs It Is conclusive 
evidence that the practice Is harmful, 
rersons who have an abundance of 
blood and flesh, who uro lymphatic or 
sluggish In temperament and whoso 
nervous force Is not depleted, can take 
u cold morning bath to advantage. 
Others who are Inclined to be thin, 
whose hands and feet become cold and 
clammy on slight provocation, who di¬ 
gest food slowly and assimilate It with 
difficulty, who are nervous and who 
have much ou tbelr minds should avoid 
early morning cold bathing. For such 
the bath before retiring at night Is rec¬ 
ommended, as it should be followed by 
rest of brain and body till equable con¬ 
ditions of circulation are re-established. 
Some persons wbo are weak In nerve 
1 ower have such excitable nerves that 
they get nt once a perfect reaction 
from cold bathing, but lose in after ef¬ 
fects more than the value of the bath. 
This class of Individuals should not 
bathe too often and should always use 
tepid water, choosing the time prefer¬ 
ably before retiring.
